Fter the Apoſtles time, there grew many contentions, and diuers 
opinions in the Church about the celebꝛation of E aſter, and the 
true bſe thereof: which continued vntyll the tyme of Conſtan- 
3 tinus magnus, who by all meanes poſſible, indeuoured to ſup⸗ 

ꝓꝛeſſe ſuch notable errours as then was ryſen in the congregation of 
the Chziſtians: and therefoze it is woꝛthyly remembzed of hym, how 
that in the peere from the incarnation, 3 22. he aſſembled togeather all 
the Paſtoꝛs and Miniſters of the Church, out of all Nations that had 
recepued Chyiſt, cuenta the number of, 318. Byſhoppes, and of other 
degrees without number, keepyng them at Nicea two yeeres vpon his 
one coſtes and charges. In this Counſell was condemned many 
© Yereſtes,but eſpecially that molt deteſtable hereſie of Arrius. And here⸗ 
in allo was eſtablyſhed oꝛders and rules foꝛ the celebzation of Ealter, 
and the dependenlſes, And koꝛ that it was neceſſarie to vſe the helpe of

Of the Paſcha yfitatum. 


His Eaſter is no other thing, but an imitation ok the Tables and 

Rules of that which is called by ſome Paſcha verum: fo; it is re⸗ 

membzed a lytle befoꝛe, that the Romans helde long contentions 

in the Counſell, befoze they woulde agree vnto the eſtablyſhing 
of the Decennouinal and Paſchall Circles: and not withſtandyng 
chat at laſt they were agreed, yet they did not long continue therein, fox 
in the yeere.3 30. which was but. 7. yceres after the Counſell of Nice, 
the Romans began new contentions with the Greekes, about the ce- 
tebzation of Eaſter,which continuedalmoſt two, C. yeeres, euen vntyk 
the tyme of Iuſtimanus the Emperour, And then Dioniſius Abad, 
a learned Romane, inthe yecre, 527, began to dzawe foozth all the 
Tables and Rules Eccleſtafficall, which were befoze ozdayned in the 
Counſell, and placed them in the Romane Kalender, which he finiſhev- 
in the peere. 532. and ſo from that tyne tyll the peere. 1582,the 
Romans dyd not onely them ſelues vle the ſayd Rules without altera⸗ 
tion(as though the Equinoftium had been fixed for euer at the, 2 1. day of 
March) but alſo cauſed all the Churches in Chziſfendome to doo the 
Iyke, And in a Counſell holden at Calcedone, it was eſtablyſhed and 
decreed, that whoſocuer helde any other Eaſter then that after the 
ſtatutes of Rome, ſhould be counted an Meriticke, and accurſed, except 
the Pope, and a generall Counlell conſented thereunto. 

Therefoꝛe, fo2 feare of the Popes curſe, no man durſt to alter thoſe 
Rules : notwithſtandyng, they law ſtyll from tyme to tyme the Faui- 
noctium remoouyng from the, 2 1. day of March, yet neuertheleſſe the 
Aſtronomers (as is ſayd) calve that Eaſter which ought to folowe the 
Equinoctiall Paſcha verum, and the other Paſcha vſitatum. 

And amongft all other waiters, that herecofoze haue ſpoken of theſe 
differences, J call to remembꝛaunce M. Anthonie Aſkam, who in 
the tyme of King. Edwarde the. vi. in a lytle Treatiſe which he dyn 
white of the Leape peeres, made a motion as though he wyſhed a Refoz- 
mation ofthe Peeres and Feaſtes. xc. Which woulde to God at that 
tyme had been perfourmed, notwithſtandyng the Popes curſes. 

C Thus haue J after rude and ſfmple maner, made manifeſt che 
chiefe caules of thts late Alteration : but whether there be any necel⸗ 
ſitie that we ſhould do the lyke oz not, J referre that to the indgemene 
ofthe reuerent Oiuines, and learned Aſtronomers, who are ſufficiently 
able to determine that cauſe: The one, in reſpect of Conſcience, the

Jon, aſwell fo2 that my Bꝛognoſtication fo; that peere made was 

not publyſhed in pꝛint, as alſo fox that the effectes and chaunces 

thereby pꝛeſigniſied, doth vet yeerelp continue, accowpng to the 
ſaying of Cardanus in his Comentaries vpon Ptholomeus, his Qua- 
dri partita conſtructio, where he ſayth: Effeftus durant ad reditum. &c. 
In Englyſhe as foloweth: The cffectes of a Coniunction doth conti⸗ 
nue vntyll another Coniunction: as the Coniunction of Saturne and 
Iupiter wozketh his effectes tvll another Coniunction Hall happen 
betweene them agayne , And the entraunce of Saturne into the fy:ff 
degree of Arics,wozketh continually vntyll he returne agayne into the 
ſame ſigne and degree, foꝛ, Nature hath not done any thyng in vayne: 
wherefoze, vnleſle the effectes ſhoulde laſt tyll their returne, the courſe 
ok Heauen were Mathematicall, not Naturall, and che cauſe woulde 
be without his effect, and Nature ſhoulde ſeeme to be weake and with- 
out foꝛce. Theretoze as a certayne quantitie, oꝛ equall pꝛopostion is 
Founde betweene one tyme and another, ſo is there an egualitie in Ne⸗ 
ualuttons, and vet euery Reuolution is reduced to the myddle metion: 
foꝛ, the bertue of a Coniunction endeth in the Oppoſition, and then the 
Qppolition muſt be regarded. Thus farre the woꝛdes of Cardanus: 
By thaucthozttie whereof, I was mooued to call to mynde this foꝛc⸗ 
paſſed Coniunction, and to certiſie the continuance of the effectes to 
endure, and to encreaſe in foxce vntyll the pecre. 1594. in which pecre 
ſhalbe thꝛee Oppoſitions of cheſe two powerall Plancttes: but from 
that tyme fooꝛth, the forces of the Coniunction waxeth weake and 
feeble, as may be gathered by theſe woꝛdes of Cardanus. 

Now what effectes and ſtrange thynges are fozeſhewed by this 
great Coniunction, is ſhewed by many learned Aucthozities in the 
Aſtrologicall diſcourſe vpon that Coniunction, Anno.

perceyue that theſe ſentences are not ſpoken in vayne, as ſome in thele 
daycs do vaynely ſuppole.

THE entraunce ofthe Sunne into the kyzſt minute of Aries, 
is eſteemed of all Aſtronomers, to be the oꝛiginall roote and be⸗ 
gynnyng of euery peere, and accoꝛdyng to the configuration of 
Meauen at that inſtant, do they oꝛdayne their Aſtrologicall pꝛe⸗ 

dictions of the pecre folowyng. Now accoꝛdyng to myne Aucthoꝛs 
and Rules which J folowe, I fynde the Sunne to enter into the fy2it 
minute ofthe ſigne Aries, vpon the. x. day of March, beyng fryday, 
at. vii. a clocke, and. v. minutes after noone, and hauyng artificially 
calculated the celeſtiall Scheame, J fynde Libra aſcendyng vpon the 
cuſpe of the fyꝛſt houſe, and Venus gouerneſſe thereof, retrograde in 
the fyft houle, and Saturne, whom J eſteeme Lo of the Reuolution, 
is on the cuſpe of the. viii. houſe, in the, tt, degree of Taurus 
and lupiter in the. ix. houſe, in the. v. degree of Cancer, beholdyng 
Saturne with a ſextile beame, and in reſpect of his eſſentiall dignities 
mut be ioyned with Saturne, in the gouernement of the peere, cc. 
And Albumazer ſayth, When Saturne is Loyd of the Reuolution, 
and in Taurus, oz his triplicitie, he thzeatneth hinderaunce of thein- 
creaſe ofthe fruites and plantes, and death to olde people: But theſe, 
and other ſignilications of Saturne in this yeeres Reuolution, wyll be 
mittigated by the pꝛerogatiue which Jupiter hath in the ä 
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but J do not mynde to wade very farre in this Judiciall pare, becauſe 
J wyll not be tedious to the Rcader, and alſo bhecauſe many people da 
geue but lyght credite to Aſtrologie, and do often tymes vie ridiculus 
ſpeches agaynſt the art, and pꝛofeſſoꝛs thereof. Wherefoze J iudge 
it as much folly in thole Aſtrologians, which wyll blaze fooꝛth the 
deepe and pzofounde ſecretes ofthis arte, and ſet it open co the vicwe 
of the common people, as in thole which wyllſceme to holde a looking 
Glaſſe befoze the eyes ofthoſe which are ſtarke blynde, oz ſounde the 
moſt pleaſaunt Hermonte of Mulicke, vnder the eares of them which 
cannot heare, 
By conſideration whereof, J haue omitted many thynges whereof 
I mycht well haue ſpoken, notwithſtandyng foꝛ the health ſake of the 
body, J do here aduiſe all men to looke well vnto them ſelues, and in 
tyme to vle the counſell ofthe learned and (kylfull Phiſition, thereby 
to pꝛeuent (as much as may be) the dangers of ſuch greeuous viſcales, 
which are lyke to reigne this yeere among the people: which, by ta⸗ 
king view of p Celeſtial configuration at the foure pꝛincipal returnes 
of this yeere, J fynde that the inter quarter and Yarucft, ſhalbe 
much ſubiect to Lepzies, Kankers, fylthy Ulcers and Scabbes, 
Palſies, Feuer quartane, blacke Jaundies, IIlica paſſio, Dꝛop⸗ 
ſies, and permſious Catharres , And that the Spzing and Sommer 
quarters, ſhalbe ſubtect to the dilcaſes ofthe Crampe, Palſie, Cardiaca, 
Perupneumonia, Apoplexi, Squinanſie, Conuultions, Scuporoſitie. 
Thele diſeaſes, as they are hard to be cured, and ſome of them con⸗ 
tagious oz infectiue, ſo it is neceſſarie foꝛ all men in tyme to remooue 
the cauſes thereof, befoze they haue infected too deepely,co the hurt of
